Brice te the Uaterrified.

New York, July 1.—Senator Brice 
Chairman of the National Democratic 
_ Committee, has written a letter of 
warning and advice to his fellow mem- 
bers of the National Committee. The 
letter embodies advice in regard to 
the association of Democratic clubs 
and the necessity of the National 
Committee’s co-operation with them. 
He begins with the statement that 
the Presidéntial contest is near at 
hand, that the Republicans are rapidly 
preparing for it and the Democrats 
cannot be too circumspect or too swift 
to meet. The plan of the campaign of 
the Republicans, he says is a colossal 
system of clubs to be maintained and 
supported by unlimited means drawn 
from the pockets of beneficiaries of 
the monopoly policy. This system, 
he urges, can only be met by an equally 
extensive system of voluntary Demo- 
cratic clubs; that is, associations of 
the people in their several neighbor- 
hoods for the defence of their rights 
and interests against those banded to 
assail them. Brice thinks the ap- 
proaching struggle is to be one mainly 
between these organizations ; and it is 
greatly to be desired that a uni- 
form and perfected system of Demo- 
cratic societies Le thoroughly orgau- 
ized and in intimate association with 
each other, shall be established be- 
fore the beginning of next year. He 
says he examined the plan of organ- 
ization now in process of successful 
accomplishment by the National As- 
sociation of Democratic Clubs and he 
feels it the duty of every member of 
the National Executive Committee to 
give the association his most hearty 
support, and he urges each member 
of the national committee to co-operate 
with the asvociation to the fullest ex- 
tent in the work undertaken by the 
executive committee of eluhs, abso- 
lutely necessary to be done. In 
Brice’s opinion and in bis letter he 
states the opportunity is now pre- 


sented of baving it accomplished by | 


ao efficient instrument at a minimum 
cost, and that distributed over 80 
many localities as pot to be a burden 
to an: one committee. Brice con- 
cludes bis letter as ſollows: Au im-

Iowa Republicans.

Cepar Rapips (Ia.), July 1.—One 
of the most enthusiastic Republican 
conventions that ever assembled in 
Iowa convened in this city to-day. 
The convention was as distinguished 
for its harmony and good feeling as 
has been the conventions of recent 
years for their discord and dissentions. 

Among the audience were many 
persons of State and National reputa- 
tion. Senator Allison, Congressmen 
Henderson, Perkins, Flick, Dolliver

Promptly at 11 o’clock Chairman 
Mack of the State Central Committee 
called the meeting to order, and a 
divine blessing was invoked by the 
Rev. Julius Ward of Grand Rapids. 
Chairman Mack’s speech was short 
and crisp. It consisted in announcing 
John Y. Stone as temporary chairman 
and W. R. Cochrane of Taylor county 
as temporary secretary. 

In assuming the chair Stone made 
a rousing speech, which was inter- 
rupted many times by applause.
